NEW PRESBYTERY. 

At Calgary, on last Friday, the 
Presbyterian synod having decided 
that the Presbytery of Calgary, as it 
now stands, is too large, the Presby- 
tery of Medicine Hat was formed to 
break the territory in the Calgary 
Presbytery, which extends from the 
Saskatchewan boundary to Banff and 
from Didsbury on the north to Oko- 
toks on the south, . 

The Presbytery of Medicing Hat 
will be bounded on the north by the 
Red Deer river from a point between 
ranges 20 and 21 to the Saskatchewan 
boundary on the east; on the south 
by the intersectional boundry fron 
ranges 1 to 12 inclusive; on the west 
by the intersectional boundry north- 
ward to the Bow river, then along 
that river to a line between ranges 20 
and 21, then north to the Red Decr 
river.

see Redcliff go ahead. 
Our abundance of natural gas 
/and coal furnishing as they do 
such cheap power, has been and 
‘still are a wonderful inducement 
for industries to locate here, but 
at the present time when gas is 
being discovered in other sur- 
rounding small towns, and when 
the country is. being opened up 
and developed by the numerous 
new branches of railroad, it is 
absolutely necessary that we, in 


additional to our natural assets; 


are in a position to offer pros- 
pective industrial concerns some- 
-thing “more than newer places 
can offer, if We are to maintain 
our present lead and eventually 
become the industrial centre of 
Southern Alberta. 

It is quite natural to expect, 
as Mayor Bott stated, that men 
looking for a place to open up 
a manufacturing. establishment, 
will carefully consider the sani- 
tary conditions, water supply, 
and other modern conveniences, 


. andSthese factors will greptly 


influence them in arriving at a 


decision as to where they will 


locate.

how their absence among those 
who have been accustomed to 
having them causes unfavorable 
comment, which must be detri- 
mental to the town’s welfare.

The 
company recently took a considerable 
rail order for the Philippine Islands, 
on which American, British and Ger 
man producers were bidding. The 
cost of mamtfacture in China and 
Japan is low, labor being the cheapest 
for that class in the world. The 
Rollers, who are the high class oper- 
ators in a steel mill, are paid $4. to 
$¢ per month in China, compared with 
$8 to $10 per day in this country. 
In other words, the best operator if 
China gets $6 a month, while the 
same man here receives $260. All 
other wages are in comparison. Even 
the women work, and these male and 
female laborcrs are paid only 5 to 
7 cents per day, compared with $2 
per day for common labor ‘in this 
eountry.” 

Free trade would deprive Canadian 
industries and workmen of their pro- 
tection . against this cheap Oriental 
labor. How. could the laboring popu- 
lation of Canada continue to receive 
decent wages or hope for better wages 
in the future if the industries employ- 
ing them were not protected against 
the products of five tor seven cents 
a day labor?
